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Ebftorff, half a league from Amelinkbaufen, 
and entirely defeated by gen, Schuylenbourg, 
r¥ of their officers, and 180 foldiers, being 
made prifoners, and about 140 killed or 
wounded ; and another, on the 14th, upon 
the Aller, between a body of 7 or 8000 Ha- 
noverians, and oné of 9 or 10,000 French, 
wherein the former, under gen. Zaftrow, 
retrained mafters of the field of battle, but 
the namber of killed and wounded on ei- 
ther fide is not mentioned. By thefe fuc-
